Prevention's Comprehensive Gang Model. Shannon is a multi-sector approach used to address a community's gang
and youth violence problem. Each community receiving Shannon funding demonstrates the presence of risk factors
for youth and gang violence. Shannon participants must be between the ages of 10-24 years.

Street Gangs 552 active members. Named gangs included five national gangs: Bloods, Crips, Latin
Kings, Trinitarios, and Gangsta Disciples, as well as several offshoots and smaller gangs.
